of eight hours within a spread of 
12 hours-without overtime pay. 
This virtually restored the ten 
hour day for railroad workers, the 
board today authorizing the roads 
to pay only prorated wages after the 
regular eight hours which the board 
retained in principle as constituting 
a day’s work. Time and one-half will 
be paid after ten hours, whether in­ 
cluded in the 12 hour spread or 
not, and time and one-half will be 
given thereafter. 
Formerly the firemen and oilers 
all of whom work around railroad 
shops, were paid time and one half 
after eight hours. 
Sundays and holidays will be paid 
for at the prorated rate, a mini­ 
mum of three hours made for two 
hours work or less. 
Monthly rated employes’ wages 
are to be adjusted to eliminate the 
old time and one half provision.

The Soldiers’ Relief Fund appro­ 
priated by the last legislature has 
been exhausted, according ta reports 
from the governor’s office to de­ 
partment headquarters of the Amer­ 
ican Legion at the state capitol abd 
to the Red Cross. An appropriation 
of $50,000 was secured at the in­ 
stance of the Af lier iran Legion at 
the last legislature, and has been 
paid out in $50 and $100 amounts 
to deserving applicants. 
There are claims on file approved 
or awaiting approval totalling ap. 
proximately $10,000 that must re­ 
main unpaid. Many cases of actual 
privation are among these and must 
go unaided. Department headquar­ 
ters of the American Legion esti­ 
mates that $25,000 additional would 
be required to cafe for the most 
deserving cases the remainder of 
this year. Many ^nen are sick in 
hospitals jrithout compensation and 
with dependent 'families in need of 
assistance. The American Legion is 
making a new drive to find out the 
names of all such men in hospitals, 
and will aid them in making claims 
for compensation where they are 
entitled.

Wall Street Is determined to kill 
the adjusted compensation bill at 
any cost, according to a report sent 
by New York st^te executives of 
the American Legion to national 
headquarters at indianapolis, Ind. 
The report states that mandatory 
orders wefre issued by at least one 
large stock exchange house, order 
ing employees, both men and women, 
to write their congressmen urging 
against the passage of the measure. 
Suggested forms were handed out, 
an<L employees were instructed to 
deliver their letters in unsealed en­ 
velopes to their employers for in. 
spection. 
Lined up with Wall Street against 
the bonus is the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce, which, however, is meet­ 
ing continued apposition from its 
constant chambers in widely separ­ 
ate parts of the country.

(By the Associated Press) 
GROVE, Okla., Jan. 5.—The re­ 
moval of a number of Cherokee In­ 
dians from Delaware county to the 
community enterprise that the Kee- 
toowah society of 
that 
tribe 
is 
founding in Cherokee county has 
served to recall here the story of 
the “Lost Cherokees," a story that 
is included in all of the later day 
Indian histories but in varying ac­ 
counts. Old time Cherokees of this 
section have lately brought forth 
what they declare is the “only true 
account" of the “Lost Cherokees 
ever given to the public. These.au­ 
thorities say they obtained their in­ 
formation from their grand parents 
and insist that the version is ab­ 
solutely correct. 
It happened hack in 1838, their 
account runs, when the Cherokees 
living in what is now called the 
“old south" sold a portion of their 
lands. This created an extreme bit­ 
terness among a faction that was 
opposed to disposing of the tribal 
property. Members of this faction 
forecast the sale as the beginning 
of the white man’s encroachment 
upon the Indians and argued that 
if the sale was consummated it 
would only be a question of time 
wihen the Indians would be dis-

OF FIRST CLASS FABK 


(By Grady Allen, of Union Valley 
Hight School) 
The farm, if properly managed, 
can be made one of the moat pleas, 
ant, the most attractive, and one 
oMhe happiest places in the world; 
or it can be made a very lonesome 
place and its life a drudgery. My 
first step toward owning an ideal 
farm with the improvements to suit 
me, would be to seek an education. 
A farmer needs as good an educa­ 
tion as a banker, because he has so 
many c^res to look after and needs 
to conduct his transactions in a 
businesslike way. He must so or­ 
ganize his business into a single 
unit that it will pay aaa whole. He 
must see that his expenses do not 
exceed his income. 
After I have gone to school as 
long as I think best, or until some 
misfortune falls in my way, I will 
have many things to consider and 
questions to ask my self. Some of 
the things that are likely to confront 
me are these: With my capital, if 
I have any, and qualifications, where 
shall 
I .locate? What sized farm 
shall 
I choose? How shall 
I ar­ 
range 
the fields, buildings;—and 
fences? W hit system of farming 
shall 
I 
follow? What stock and 
equipment shall I buy, and what 
will they cost? Will I need to hire 
any labor or can I manage things 
by myself? What shall I sell, and 
where and how shall I sell it? What 
income may I expect? These and 
many other questions I may have 
to answer before I can have things 
just like I want them. 
The buying of my farm will be 
an important transaction. 
I think 
I could arrange 250 acres in such 
a way as to make use of it, all 
by myself, with one hired man. I 
would want to locate in a good com. 
rn unity. Climate, healthfulness, mar­ 
kets, distance to market, 
roads, 
churches, schools, and many more 
things that will add happiness and 
success will be sought. 
The fertility of the soil must be 
looked to. The drainage and free­ 
dom from stumps, rocks, noxious 
weeds, and waste land will also be 
considered. In general, I can buy 
a farm that is in good condition, 
cheaper than I can clear one up ani 
go to the trouble and expense o 
improving it. But I would want a 
portion of it uncleared so that I 
may have a supply of fire wood 
an dtimber for the up keep of the 
farm. It would also furnish a good 
woods pasture for some of my 
stock. 
j 
The shape of the fields has a n 1 
important bearing on the time re­ 
quired to till them. Odd shaped 
fields are very undesirable. Narrow, 
or 
small 
fields 
require 
more 
labor and fencing, if very many 
acres are fenced, I would plant 
about forty acres in corn and an­ 
other forty in small grain. I would 
never plant more than two or three 
crops, of the same variety, on the 
same plat of ground in succession. 
Another twenty acre plot would be 
sown to alfalfa, for hay, and pas. 
ture once in a while. About twenty- 
five acres will be pasture for hogs. 
It will be divided into several small 
pastures and lots, all sown down in 
clover, alfalfa, and Bermuda grass. 
Th^re will be a large hog barn 
with the lots so arranged that the 
hogs can use the same shelter and 
still have to run into different 
pastures. The sows and young pigs 
will be kept separated from the 
others. The shoats will all be in 
a separate place, also the larger 
hogs. When one pasture is eaten 
off they can be moved to another. 
Probably a spring branch will run 
through the pasture. If not, I will 
run a pipe line from the well, 
pumped by a windmill to furnish 
them water. I will raise plenty of 
feed so there will be no need to 
buy any. With the good pastures, 
plenty of corn and oats, shorts from 
my wheat, and skimmed milk, I 
can raise some real prize winning 
Durocs. 
About thirty acres will be sown 
for cow" pasture, and the grain fields 
will do its pasture after the grain 
has been harvested. About every four 
or five years the cow pastures will 
be sown to grain, and the grain 
fields sown to pasture. I will keep 
dairy cows of the very best quality, 
and a large dairy barn with up-to- 
date equipment and plenty of ma­ 
chinery to operate things with. I 
will use a feed grinder to grind 
the feed for my stock. W ith plenty 
of alfalfa, ground corn and 
oats, 
my cowTs will produce lots of milk. 
I will keep a large cream separator 
and skim the milk, sell the cream, 
and feed the skimmed milk to the 
calves and pigs. I will use a truck 
to carry the cream to market and 
not 
lose 
so much time 
from my 
other work. 
I will keep a few horses on my 
farm, but the heavy plowing ana 
work will be done with a tractor. 
I will keep the coach breed o 
horses, because they are large 
enough to do the cultivating of the 
corn and such work that could not 
be done with a tractor and wagon 
use. 
The 
coach horse is 
about six­ 
teen 
and 
a half hands 
high, and 
weigh from 1,200 to 1,400 pounds. 
They are very ambitious and intel­ 
ligent, and make excellent riding 
and driving horses. For their size 
and weight they are • unexcelled in 
action. 
I will keep a large barn to shel­ 
ter my horses and grain, also a 
large barn to store my hay in. I 
will keep a large watering tank un­ 
der a shed with plenty of fresh 
water for the horses when every 
they need it. Also one in” the cow 
pen. A block of salt will be kept 
in reach of every thing that needs 
i t 
About sixty acres will be left 
in woods pasture, occupied by sheep 
and goats. The timber will furnish 
fire wood, posts, am t lumber for 
the upkeep of the farm Sheep and 
goats 
will 
clear 
the underbrush 
and weeds, and lino bq a profit 
from the wool and mutton. 
The remaining- 35 acres will be 
used in various ways, such as: the 
horse and cow lots, orchard, berry 


patches, track patches, pens and 
pastures for the poultry, and a 
beautiful lawn. A great deal of In­ 
terest will be put into my orchard 
and berries, also the truck patches. 
Bees and 
poultry are Important 
sidelines and will not be over look­ 
ed, for they will 
have a good 
chance to produce lots of honey, on 
accoudt of the clover fields and all 
the blossoms of the farm. 
I will keep about three hundred 
Plymouth Rock hens, and a large 
number of turkeys. The poultry 
houses will be well located and 
built on a modern style. With a 
little attention I can realize a large 
profit from my chickens and tur­ 
keys. 
When I go to market with farm 
products to sell, I will not bring 
any cotton but such as: cream, fruit, 
honey, 
vegetables, 
eggs; 
poultry, 
hogs, wool and mutton. .Each pro. 
duct alone does not amount to 
much* but all combined, will be a 
great sum. The proceeds will not 
be used to buy anything that I can 
raise on the farrs. A certain per­ 
cent of my profits always will be 
given to the church and some of the 
state institutions. 
Last, but not least, is my farm 
home and yard. I think the most 
attractive thing about a farm home 
and yard is neatness. A beautiful 
lawn sown in Bermuda grass, a 
few trees, shrubs aud flowers, will 
add greatly to my home. I would 
want a modern two-story farm house 
with a concrete walk from 
the 
porch to the gate and a row ol 
flowers on each side of it. Water 
will be piped into my house, lighted 
with the “Delco’* lighting system, 
and contain many other conven­ 
iences. A large cellar will be used 
to store my vegetables for winter 
use. 
There is no other place on earth 
where I would be more contented 
and happy, than on a farm like 
this.

SMALL TOWNS OF 
STATE GIVE O. U. 
BEST STUDENTS 


NORMAN, Feb. 23.— (Special)— 
That graduates of small high schools 
in the state are at no disadvantage 
in the way of preparation for col­ 
lege with those from larger schools 
in the conclusion of George Wad- 
sack, assistant registrar of the Uni. 
versity of Oklahoma. He has re­ 
cently completed an investigation 
into the grades made by graduates 
of every high school in the state 
having ten or more students in the 
university. 
The first ten schools in the list 
of forty eight considered with the 
average grade made are as follows: 
Mountain View, 
4.0577; 
Hobart, 
4.0277; Guthrie, 
3.7943; 
Vinita, 
3.7674', Drumright, 3.7374; Purcell 
3.7006; Checotah, 3.6421; Shawnee 
3.6314; Lawton. 3.6169; and Wood­ 
ward, 3-5875. On this calculation 
an “A” is counted as 6: an “A—” 
as 5; a “B”, representing a grade 
of 85 to 90, as 4; a “B—’*, repre­ 
senting a grade of from 80 to 85, 
as 3; a “C” as 2; a “C—” as I; 
and failures and conditions as noth­ 
ing. The average grade in the uni. 
versity is 3.215. 
Mountain View high school, where 
graduates made the highest average, 
is in a town which, according to 
the 1920 census report, bas less 
than one thousand inhabitants. How­ 
ever there are l l students in the 
university from Mountain View. 
The small town student in many 
cases is just as well prepared tot 
the university as the one from t 
big city with its supposedly superioi 
high school, the report shows. Most 
av the failures in the university are 
made by students who have either 
insufficient preparation or who take 
the wrong attitude towards serious 
work.
